Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1, 2, 5-9, 10, 11, 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Adams et al. (5,760,838). 

Regarding claim 1, Adams shows a selector (20,22), a data processor (76), a 
decoder (col. 4, lines 46-50), a storage (54), a display (12), and a controller (52). 

Regarding claim 2, Adams shows a modem (58). 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, see col. 8, lines 1-29. 

Regarding claims 7, 8, see Figure 8. 

Regarding claim 9, Adams shows a keyboard 20 and a mouse 22.

3. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yasuki 
et al. (6,285.407).

Regarding claim 9, note remote control 139.
